DCOR TO DOOR SERVICE 
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TWINNING 


The Parish Council, ‘at its;November. meeting, voted overwhelmingly to 
establish a proper twinning arrongoement for Bar Hill. The Residents! 
aissociation has pursued this topic for the last cightcen months, but in spite 
of offorts made for us by the Joint Twinning Committee of the Local Authority 
s.ssociations of Great Britain, the German authorities in =mmetsgrund were 
not able to agree to a twinning with Bar Hill, This was because Emmetsgrund 
is already included in the Heidelberg link with the City of Cambridge, and

Heidelberg itself is not willing tc embark on any new twinning. 


The Joint Twinning Committee has now suggested Liebenau, which is near 
Nienburg in North Rhine Westfalia,:.a county of Germany which is twinned 
with the County of Cambrideshire. The Residents! Association agrecs that 
this is 2 suitable place toconsider. It has a populition of 3,400 and is the 
centre for the whole. district with a total population of 5, 70C. It has all the 
essential amenities,-dibrary,. schools, sports centre and swiraming pool, 
kindergarten, shops’and churches. British troops have been stationed there 
for thirty years and this partly explains why Licbenau secks a place in 
England as its‘twin.
